“A  few  years  ago,  during  the 
1964-65  academic  year,  library 
hours  were  extended  to  where 
they  are  today,”  he  commented. 
“At  that  time  there  was  such  a 
small  group  of  students  who  took 
advantage  of  the  extended  hours 
that  the  administration  felt  it 
wasn’t  practical. 

‘‘Then  the  library 
administrators  were  shown  a 
student  survey  in  which 
students  were  asked  if  they  would 
use  the  library  past  the  present  1 0 
p.m.  closing  time,”  Schmidt 
continued.  “An  overwhelming  82 
per  cent  of  the  students  polled 
said  they  thought  they  would  use 
the  library  past  10.” 

TIDE  TURNS 

It  was  this  survey,  according  to 
Schmidt,  that  helped  to  turn  the 
tide  in  favor  of  the  extension  of 
library  hours. 

“However,  we  must  emphasize 
that  this  is  an  experiment  of 
sorts,”  the  officials  went  on.  “If 
the  response  of  the  students  to 
the  extended  hours  is  the  same  as 
it  was  the  last  time  they  were 
extended,  we  can  forget  about 
maintaining  the  extension.” 

The  final  problem  in  the 
struggle  to  extend  the  hours  has 
not  yet  been  overcome;  however, 
the  hours  will  nevertheless  be 
extended  in  January,  they  said. 
This  final  problem  is  the  hours 
kept  by  those  residing  in 
university  housing. 


“The  extension  of  library  hours 
does  not  mean  there  will  be  a 
liberalization  of  the  residence  hail 
hours,”  Richards  clarified.  “Those 
students  now  subject  to  dorm 
hours  will  still  have  to  abide  by 
them.  This  extension  has  no 
relation  to  dorm  hours 
whatsoever.”

The  Arnold  Air  Society-Angel 
Flight  Blood  Drive,  which  ends 
this  afternoon,  is  being  held  in 
cooperation  with  the  American 
Red  Cross. 

Blood  donations  will  be  taken 
from  10  a.m.  until  3:30  p.m.  in 
the  Games  Area  of  the  Wilkinson 
Center. 

During  the  first  three  days  of 
the  drive,  Christmas  donors  have 
given  390  pints  toward  the  800 
pint  goal. 

According  to  Parker  Owens  and 
Lynne  Cutler,  drive  chairmen,  the 
drive  is  the  only  one  on  campus 
that  is  coordinated  with  both  the 
Red  Cross  and  the  community. 

Any  full-time  student  at  BYU  is 
entitled  to  all  the  blood  he  may 
need  in  an  emergency  during  the 
school  year,  regardless  of  whether 
or  not  he  donated  blood. 

This  will  be  possible  even  if  the 
drive  does  not  reach  its  goal  of 
800  pints. 

Donors  will  receive  blood  donor 
cards  on  which  the  donor’s  blood 
type  is  indicated.  The  card  entitles 
the  holder  to  all  the  blood  he  may 
need  at  any  participating  hospital 
in  the  country. 

Supremacy  awards  will  be  given 
to  campus  wards  and 
organizations  which  donate  the 
most  blood  during  the  drive.  The 
donor  should  indicate  that  he  is 
donating  on  behalf  of  his 
particular  organization.

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Housing  AndJob  Opportunities  Are 
Obstucles  tor  Bluck  Community 


(Editor’s  Note:  This  is  the  second  of  a series  of 
articles  on  the  problems  facing  the  black 
community  in  America.) 

"The  relation  of  Whites  and  Negroes  in  the  United 
States  is  our  most  grave  and  complexing  problem. 
Measures  should  be  taken  to  assure  urban  Negroes 
greater  employment  opportunities,  open  housing, 
less  labor  union  discrimination,  improved  police 
protection  and  better  education  . . . Militant  black 
and  white  racism  and  separatism  are  strongly 
condemned.  The  times  are  dangerous  and  further 
violence  is  inevitable  as  black  and  white  Americans 
work  to  understand  each  other." 

The  preceding  exerpt  is  from  a documented 
report  by  a Chicago  commission  written  nearly  45 
years  ago  after  the  Chicago  race  riot  of  1919  left  38 
dead,  137  injured  and  1000  homeless. 

Even  in  1919  the  problems  of  inadequate  housing, 
poor  quality  education  and  lack  of  employment 
opportunities  were  recognized  as  serious  threats  to 
the  Negro  community. 

HOUSING  PROBLEMS 

A tremendous  influx  of  Negroes  to  major  cities 
such  as  Detroit,  Chicago  and  New  York  shortly  after 
World  War  I created  serious  housing  problems.  Being 
unskilled,  many  Negroes  were  forced  to  work  at  low 
paying  jobs.  Thus  many  Blacks  lived  in  cheap 
housing  units  in  deplorable  conditions.  Several 
families  often  shared  the  same  small  broken  down 
shack  which  usually  contained  inadequate  plumbing 
and  lighting. 

Partly  because  of  the  poor  quality  of  the 
buildings,  and  little  pride  of  the  Negroes  in  their 
already  dilapidated  houses,  their  homes  and 
neighborhoods  often  degenerated  into  ghettos. 

Even  today  many  people  fear  the  moving  of 
Negroes  into  a neighborhood  will  automatically 
lower  the  value  of  the  homes  and  area.  Probably 
because  of  this  fear  and  "hard-core"  prejudice, 
many  Negroes  are  dealt  with  unfairly  in  housing. 

For  instance,  the  PROVO  HERALD  recently 
related  the  following  story  via  letters  to  the  editor: 

Several  years  ago  a woman  called  five  real  estate 
companies  in  the  Provo-Orem  area  and  made  an 
appointment  with  each  one  to  look  at  property. 
Each  was  very  eager  to  accommodate  her  until  she 
told  them  she  was  a Negro.  Every  one  of  the 
companies  then  declined  to  meet  with  her. 

The  president  of  the  local  board  of  realtors  denied 
the  story,  but  the  woman  in  an  interview  reaffirmed 
the  story  to  be  completely  true. 

Is  this  typical  of  some  of  the  obstacles  Negroes 
are  facing  in  obtaining  proper  housing? 

NO  PLUMBING 

According  to  the  U.S.  Department  of  Commerce, 
about  three  out  of  every  10  non-white  households 
live  in  housing  that  either  is  rundown  or  lacks  basic 
plumbing  facilities.  This  compares  to  less  than  one 
in  10  for  whites. 

In  the  South,  where  the  vast  majority  of 
non-whites  are  Negroes,  nearly  half  of  all  non-white 
households  live  in  such  dwellings. 

A recent  poll  showed  that  among  low-income 
Negroes  outside  the  South,  only  31  per  cent  have  a 
bathtub  or  shower,  only  two  out  of  five  have  hot 
water  and  a mere  two  out  of  three  have  an  inside 
toilet. 

In  addition,  14  per  cent  of  the  non-white 
population  were  dwelling  in  "seriously 
overcrowded"  conditions  as  compared  to  two  per 
cent  for  whites,  according  to  the  1960  census. 

A nation-wide  survey  taken  by  Columbia 
Broadcasting  System  disclosed  that  57  per  cent  of 
whites  believe  that  Negroes  run  down  the 
neighborhoods  in  which  they  live.  Such  opinions  are 
probably  based  upon  fact,  but  in  various  areas  of 
Los  Angeles  where  Negroes  can  afford  to  buy  even 
modest  houses,  they  seem  to  take  more  pride  in 
their  homes  than  whites. 

INGLEWOOD.  CALIF. 

"At  the  present  time  some  of  the  nicest  homes 
and  neighborhoods  in  Inglewood,  Calif,  are 
inhabited  by  Negroes,"  commented  Dr.  James 
Duke,  professor  of  sociology  at  BYU.  "These  homes 
are  owned  mostly  by  middle-class  Negroes." 

He  further  explained  that  many  Negroes  from  the 
poverty  class  have  not  taken  proper  care  of  their 
homes,  but  the  same  is  true  of  all  races  in  the 
poverty  class.  "Attitudes  just  don't  change 
overnight."

In  larger  cities,  Negroes  generally  live  in  older 
housing  than  whites,  and  usually  pay  more.  The 
U.S.  Civil  Rights  Commission  reported  that  in 
general,  Negroes  pay  a "color  tax"  of  $5  to  $20  per 
room  over  what  whites  pay  for  the  same  kinds  of 
housing.  In  a ghetto  like  Harlem,  it  is  common  for 
Negroes  to  be  asked  to  pay  $110  a month  for  a 
miserable  two-or  three-room  shanty. 

EMPLOYMENT  OPPORTUNITIES 

Another  factor  which  in  the  past  has  stifled  the 
aspirations  of  many  Negroes  is  the  lack  of 
opportunity  to  work  at  a job  one  is  qualified  for. 

Even  .in  Utah,  according  to  Mr.  James  Dooley, 
Utah  Employment  Security  minority  consultant, 
the  major  problem  is  not  unemployment,  but 
underemployment.  "Employers  think  that  because  a 
person  is  a Negro,  he  is  less  qualified."  This  may  be 
true  because  of  the  poorer  education  many  Negro 
children  obtain. 

A "Newsweek"  survey  found  that  34  per  cent  of 
Negroes  were  employed  as  unskilled  laborers,  four 
per  cent  as  skilled  laborers;  two  per  cent  were 
businessmen.  Nine  per  cent  were  teachers. 

In  1966,  28  per  cent  of  all  Negro  families  earned 
$7,000  or  more  compared  with  55  per  cent  of  white 
families,  and  the  Negro  median  family  income  was 
only  slightly  more  than  half  of  the  white  median 
income. 

STILL  HOPE 

Although  the  problems  of  employment,  education 
and  housing  may  seem  insurmountable,  there  is  a 
glimmer  of  hope  as  expressed  by  former  Secretary 
of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare  John  W.  Gardner: 

"We  can  solve  our  problems.  But  it  will  take 
moral  courage,  intelligence  and  stamina.  We  have 
summoned  these  qualities  before  at  critical  times  in 
our  history.  At  no  time  has  the  need  been  greater 
than  it  is  now, 

"We  cannot  have  two  nations,  one  white  and  one 
black.  Every  time  we  salute  the  flag  we  pledge 
allegiance  to  'one  nation  indivisible.' 

"One  nation  indivisible  it  must  remain."

For  its  key  posts  Nixon  has 
chosen  former  Atty.  Gen.  William 
P.  Rogers  to  be  secretary  of  state 
and  Rep.  Melvin  R.  Laird  of 
Wisconsin  as  secretary  of  defense. 

The  new  director  of  the  Bureau 
of  the  Budget  is  Robert  P.  Mayo, 
52,  vice  president  of  the 
Continental  Illinois  National  Bank 
and  Trust  Co.  of  Chicago  and  a 
veteran  of  18  years  in  the 
Treasury  Department. 

The  president-elect  said  in  New 
York  that  Mayo  will  attend  all 
Cabinet  meetings  and  will  be 
among  the  men  to  be  introduced 
at  his  nationally  televised 
cabinet-naming  session  in 
Washington  Wednesday  night.  He 
planned  to- fly  to  Washington  late 
in  the  day. 

“I  consider  him  a top  member 
of  the  Cabinet  team  and  not  in  a 
subordinate  position,”  Nixon  said. 

He  joked  a bit  about 
speculation  or  whom  he  would 
name,  telling  newsmen  he  would 
go  on  television  to  present  “the 
names  that  most  of  you  have 
already  appointed.” 

“Correctly?”  a reporter  asked. 
“Oh,  I wouldn’t  know,  I haven’t 
decided,”  Nixon  answered. 

Other  Nixon  Cabinet  choices,  it 
was  learned,  include  Michigan 
Gov.  George  Romney  to  be 
secretary  of  housing  and  urban 
development,  Alaska  Gov.  Walter 
Hickel  as  secretary  of  the  interior, 
and  Lt.  Gov.  Robert  H.  Finch  of 
California  to  head  the  Department 
of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare. 

These  choices  were  confirmed 
by  a top  Repubhcan  member  of 
Congress.  He  also  said  Nixon  has 
advised  his  •congressional  leaders 
of  his  selection  of  these  men.

The  Mountain  Cat  performance 
at  the  Rocky  Mountain  Open  gave 
Coach  Morgenegg  and  his 
gymastics  squad  good  indication 
of  overall  team  strength  but 
revealed  a problem  that  had 
previously  been  suspected. 

Cougar  performers  “as  a whole 
performed  well,  although  key  men 
in  each  event  were  disappointing,” 
said  Morgenegg.  Little  indication 
of  team  depth  could  be 
determined  by  ranking  in  the 
finals,  though,  as  only  the  eight 
best  qualified  men  of  the  40 
competing  in  each  event. 

Unfortunately  for  the  Cougars, 
their  top  men  were  inconsistent, 
though  the  second  and  third  men 
performed  well.  A good  example 
of  this  was  the  high  bar  event. 
Top  man,  Mike  Gordon,  missed 
the  trick  before  his  dismount  and 
just  did  fail  to  qualify  for  the 
finals. 

Craig  Beck,  performing  his  best 
routine  of  the  season,  and  John 
Hughes  who  generally  performed 
well  in  all  events,  were  able  to  fill 
Gordon’s  gap  by  both  qualifying 
for  the  finals  and  placing  fifth  and 
sixth. 

Even  BYU  All-American  Dennis 


Ramsey  had  troubles.  Leading  the 
side  horse  competition  after  a 
good  first  n^ht  performance. 
Dennis  hit  his  hand  on  a pommel 
and  fell  off  the  side  horse  just 
prior  to  his  dismount.  StUl,  he 
finished  third.  Besides  Ramsey, 
Beck  and  Hughes,  the  only 
finalists  for  BYU  were  Mike  Lynn 
in  long  horse  vaulting  and  Don 
Ferree  in  free  exercise. 

In  fairness  to  the  Cougar  team, 
injuries  ware  a real  detriment.  The 
day  before  the  meet,  freshman 
still  rings  standout  Gary 
Vanderhoff  badly  re-injured  h^ 
right  shoulder.  Gordon,  Ferree 
and  Dave  Watters  on  parallel  bars 
were  favoring  injuries  which 
limited  their  performance. 

Morgenegg  indicated  that  the 
greatest  benefit  of  the  meet  was 
that  it  indicated  where  progress 
was  needed. 

“Our  problem  is  not  in  having 
to  improve  the  difficulty  of  our 
routines,  it’s  polishing  and 
perfecting  that  which  we  have,” 
he  commented.  “This  meet 
showed  the  team  that  they  have 
the  ability  and  that  they  can  go  as 
far  as  they  want  in  the  conference 
if  they  work  hard  enough.” 

The  Berkeley  Clinic,  a four-day 
gymnastics  clinic  sponsored  by 


the  University  of  California  at 
Berkeley,  is  next  in  line  for  the 
BYU  gymnastics  team.

Lighter  bullets  which  travel  at 
higher  velocities  will  have  a much 
flatter  trajectory  than  heavier, 
slower  bullets.  They  will  also 
expand  much  faster  on  game,  not 
penetrating  nearly  as  much  as  the 
blunt-nosed,  slower,  heavier 
bullets. 

Heavier  bullets  such  as  the 
220-grain  in  a .30/.06  or  a 
300-gram  in  a .338,  do  not  travel 


fast  and  have  a greater 
mid-range  trajectory  than  I^hter 
bullets.  The  heavier  bullets  do 
plow  through  more  branches, 
bones  and  muscles  before  they 
expand  or  disintegrate. 

With  these  ideas  in  mind,  it  is 
understandable  why  a 117-grain 
bullet  in  a .257  or  150-gram  bullet 
in  a .308  would  work  well  on  a 


A surface  wound  such  as  a broken 
shoulder  on  heavy  game  like 
moose  or  grizzly  would  result. 
Broken  shoulders  usually  stop 
deer  but  only  make  grizzlies  more 
dangerous! 

We  can  also  understand  why  a 
220^ain  silvertip  in  a .30/.06  or 
a 27  0-grain  bullet  in  a .375 
magnum  would  go  right  through  a 


deer,  but  would  expand  too  fast,  deer,  antelope  or  cougar’s  middle 


without  ever  expanding.  These 
heavy  bullets  would  not  only 
break  the  shoulder  of  a moose  or 
grizzly  but  would  continue  into 
the  vital  organs  before  completely 
expanding. 

This  means  that  we  must  take 
time  before  the  hunt  to  get  to 
know  our  guns,  ammunition, 
game  and  hunting  areas  to  be 
effective  hunters.

Tankers:

In  1928  the  Brigham  Young 
University  swim  team  produced 
four  individual  NCAA 
championship  medals.  Now,  40 
years  later  and  during  what  will  be 
the  third  year  of  a new  era  of 
competitive  swimming  at  BYU, 
Coach  Walter  Cryer  is  planning  for 
more  representation  among  the 
NCAA  elite. 

Coach  Cryer,  a former 
University  of  Illinois  athlete,  was 
called  on  to  renew  the  BYU 
competitive  swimming  program  in 
1965. 

As  a University  of  Illinois 
collegian  he  was  a letter  winner  in 
swimming  and  gymnastics.  He 
lettered  in  each  sport  for  three 
years  and  was  captain  of  the 
gymnastics  team,  which  won  the 
Big  Ten  title  for  three  consecutive 
years. 

As  a senior.  Coach  Cryer  placed 
fourth  in  the  trampoline  event  in 
the  NCAA  national  meet.  He  also 

S laced  sixth  in  the  USHA 
ational  Handball  Tournament  in 
1959. 

Bringing  these  fine  credentials 
to  BYU,  Coach  Cryer  set  his  goals 
and  began  working  toward  them. 

First,  he  pointed  to  a winning 
dual  meet  season.  With  a team 
dominated  by  freshman  athletes, 
the  Cougars  achieved  that  goal. 
The  record  would  have  been  more 
impressive  except  that  four  of  the 
BYU  opponents  would  not 
recognize  points  scored  by  the 
frosh. 

In  the  year  just  past  (1966-67) 
the  Cougars  really  established 
themselves  as  a coming  power  in 
intercollegiate  swimming.  Again 
with  the  aid  of  some  outstanding 
freshmen  athletes,  the  Cougars 
not  only  scored  a winning  dual 
season  but  were  undefeated  in  17 
dual  contests. 

Among  those  that  fell  were 
powerful  University  of  Utah 
(75-29),  Colorado  State 
University  (54-50),  and  the  Air 
Force  Academy,  (68-36). 

The  1967  Denver  Relays  trophy 
rests  in  the  BYU  case  and 
represents  the  first  major  relays 
title  for  the  Cougars. 

Another  goal  set  by  Coach 
Cryer  lists  a Western  Athletic 
Conference  championship  for 
BYU.  The  Cats  finished  third  in 
1965-66  and  moved  comfortably 
into  second  place  in  1967  and 
continued  in  that  stead  in  1968.

The  BYU  chess  team  lost  its 
first  match  of  the  year  as  Utah 
won  the  match,  8-2,  last  week. 
James  A.  Bracy  and  Bob  Scratton 
were  the  only  winners  for  BYU. 
Intermountain  area  schools  are 
now  being  contacted  in  an 
attempt  to  organize  an 
intercollegiate  chess  conference.
